and Printing and Publifiing of Jrre- 
ligtous and Seditious Papers and Lébeis, as it is De- 
clarative of Her Majefties Pious /ntéentions, fo the 
Publication of it was as Timely as could be 
with’d, at a Juncture when the old Difturbers of 
the Peace of our Ifrael were Building their 
Sconces and Forts to Batter our Conftitution ; 
The old Trade of Libelling began to Flourifh, 
and the Enemies of the State began to open 
Shop, and expofe their Merchandize to Sale. 
We was well enough acquainted with their 
Libelling in the Late Reign, tho’ indeed their 
Caufe were fupported with the leaft Reafon in 
the World, the Perfons who were the Authors, 
efteem’d themfelves the greateft Aten of the 
Age for Parts and Senje, when, God knows, 
their Arguments were as Weak, as the Fonnda- 
tion of their Caufle was Rotten, they confifted of 
Won-juring Clergymen, and Statefmen Abdicated 
for corrupt Principles and Practices, and for 
being Enemies to the Conftitution of this our 
Realm. ’Tis well known what an.

their Diflention procecds meerly trom Error in 
: For pity is it that fo Juf and Legal 
4 Settlement,that fo Reafonable and Beantiful 
athing asthe Englifh Conftitution, fhould be ful- 
lied by the Impiovs Breath of Black Apoftates, 
and become the Subie& of their Rancour and 
inveterate Malice.

and Jmmorality: fay, this Care of Religion in 


‘Her Majefty, is a good Prefage that Piety will 


Flourifh as much under Her Majefties Govern- 
ment, as in any Reign of Her Royal Predeceffors. 
To Begin Her Reign in the Fear of Him, to 
whom all the Crown’d Heads of the Univerfe 
are Subje&s, and to whom every Scepter mnft 
Bow, is the trueft Zarne{t She could give Her 
People of Future Bleffings, and of a glad Suc- 
ceflion of Happy Days; and if her People follow 
their Royal Leéderiin the Paths of Righteoufnes, 
may we not expect the Smiles of Heaven upon 
our Enterprizes? May we not yet fee Peace in 
our Jfracdk? And may vot, by this means, the 
Judgments of the Alrizhty be diverted from 
falling on our Heads ? 

The Work of Reforiation fo happily Begun 
in the preceding Reign, we may now hope to 
fee Perfeded in this : lt is indeed a Labour wor- 
thy the Undertaking of a Pious Oucento cleanfe 
the Augean-Stable of Vice ; this is a Labour re- 
quires the greateft Application, as weil as the 
greateft Power, Vice isnottobe deftroy’d by 
Vertuous Precepts, without the affiftance of Tem- 
poral Power ; tor Men are fooner Deterr’d from 
Vice by outward Punifhment, than Allured to 
Vertue by the Charmes of Eloquence and the 
Force of Perwafion. Vertue Requires a great 
deal of Nurfing, its a Sickly Child, and liable 
to many Epidemical Difkempers ; when Vice is 
Bred at once, and grows to its full Stature ina 
Moment. | : 

None is fo capable of Eftablifhing Virtue, as 
One who wears a Crown of Righteousnefs, None 
fo fir for this Work as One who hath power 
both to Reward and Punifh. Uf all Propbane and 
Vicious Perfons were Banifhed the Courts of 
Princes, and not fuffer’d to enjoy Places of Pro- 
fit and Truft, the powerful Argument of Jntereft 
would oblige Men to be Vertuous, or at leaft to 
feem fo: And tho’ this /hew of Vertue would not 
avail the falfe Diffembler; yet in this the vile 
Hypocrite would only hurt himfelf,when other- 
wife, his opens Propbanefs would be Contagious, 
and {pread its Infection among others. 

Methinks the Temporal Intereft of Crown’d 
Heads, fhould oblige them to the ufe of Men of 
Virtue, Probity, and Honefty. Willa Perfon that 
has no regard to his own Honeur and Reputation 
have any regard tothe Honour of bis Prince 
Will he that has no Religion, who daily Blaj- 
pbemes the Almighty, and takes no care of his 
ownSoul; Ifay, will fuch a Perfon be Fasth{xi 
to bis Prince, or ftand by him in the time of 
Adverfity ? Is a Perfon that has Cheated the Pub- 
lick for two or three —— fucceflively, every 
like to be Honeft? Or is fuch a Perfon fit to be

Employ’d by any King or Queen, that is not 
minded co Impoverith the Nation, by Employ- 
ing fuch Spunges to fuck up the Treafure thereof? 

Aod’tis adifficult thing for a Prince to Steer 
clear of thefe Rocks snd Shelves, if the great 
Perfonages at Court will Recommend :Men of 
Vicious Principles,and who are Debauch’d and Pro- 
phane, and fuch as are no way Qualify'd for, the 
Office they are Recommended to, this is a 
downright Jmpofstion, and no Error of Judgment 
inaPrince. King Wiliam never enconraged 
the Devil’s-Shop, the Play-Houfe, fo much as 
once during his Reign with his Prefence, and 
yet we find Players and Pisywrites recommended 
to His Favour, and Employ’d in the Govern- 
ment of England, when {uch Perfons were Vil- 
lains by the Statute Law of Rome, and not ad- 
mitted into the Freedom of the State. ‘In ail 
Publick Frauds, Cheats, Embezelments, Treafous, 
andother Crimes committed by Men in Offices, 
I think the Recormmmenders are the greateft Crims- 
nals; and pity it is we have no Law to Punifh 
fuch Men as Principals in the Cheat, who Recom- 
mend Men of fuch Morals to the Favour of a 
Prince. And indeed Men Igaorantin the Offi- 
ces they Enjoy, are as dangerons to the Com- 
mon-wealth; and I could never yet find out the 
Honefty of thofe Great Men at Court, who Re- 
commend Perfonsas Quallify’d for Employments, 
which they do not Underftand themfelves, For 
how can a Man that Underftandsinot a Bufinefs 
himfelf, vouch for the Underftanding of ano- 
ther Man in that Affair ? 

Her Majefties farther care in her Gracious 
Proclamation, is the Honour and Dignity of both 
Houfes of Parliament, in Declaring, That fhe 
will proceed with the utmoft feverity and ri- 
gor of Law againft fuch Perfons as thall Refled? 
upon the Proceedings of that Auguft Affembly. 
This isindeed a Refolution becoming an Englifh 
Queen; Without a Parliament,whictis the con- 
ftitution ef England, no onecaa beKing or Q.
